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Soviet Ukrainian Ifatlonal Dance Ensemble In Detroit 



0* BOTKO, V. lYTLfi^R and several other students from Detroit tallied 
with members of the dance ensemble back stage. One of the dancers introduced 
Mntneif as the husband of singer BJfKOVA uho sings with the VBSIOVKA Choral 
group. He asked questions about Slavlstlcs at American universities and 
suggested that FfTLf AR go to Kiev to study. In rep^ to FETLIAR's comment 
that It Is rather dangeroiis to visit Kiev these days because a Detroit 
student^, KAHDfS’Kf, vho vas bom in the Italted States, had recently been 
arrested in the Ukraine, the dancer stated that If FITDrAR has ever had 
any misunderstanding vlth the Soviet regime then It VouM be better for him 
not to come to Kiev, dhe dancer spoke favorably of the American transporta- 
tion system and the ability vlth vhich the dance ensemble's tour vas organized. 
He vas Interested in the fact that the Ukrainian emigres vere so Interested 
In the dancers and vanted to knov vhlch political group FYTUTAR and BOIKO 
represented. Another dancer asked BOIKO vhether he knev fnu FGHORUK, a 
former friend of his from the miners' chorus in the Donbass^ BOIKO said that 
he did knov FOHORIU and that the latter vas nov a soloist vlth the Bandxura 
ensemble In Detroit. Other members of the dance group began to ask questions 
about the bandura ensemble and vere surprised to hear that the ensemble had 
made a concert tour of Europe. One of the dancers said he Is personally 
acquainted vlth Brlhory KITASTI's son vho Is presently completing his studies 
at the Kiev Conservatory. (Translator's comment t Hrihory KITASTI conducts 
the bandura ensemble In the United States). Another one of the dancers 
recognized TSIURA, a member of the KITASn bandura ensemble vho vas present 
during the discussions. They had known each other In the Kiev Conservatory. 
TSIURA and his former friend began a very heated political discussion but 
they vere soon approached by a Soviet and reminded that political discussions 
vere forbidden because they covildn't convince each other anyvay and it vas a 
vaste of time. 



0. BOITO and Dr. E. FEREIMA talked vlth one of the members of the dance 
enseniblje who Introduced himself as a "musician". He said the American xmlon 
vould not allow them to play so he has nothing to do but while away his time. 
They were Joined by fnu SlilUCHARCHUK who teaches chemistry at Wayne Uhlverslty 
and fnu BOBIAK, a female stvident who recently emigrated from Argentina. They 
talked about Ukralnlanif students at Wayne and about UkraJniajM^,Jn Detx^j^^ ^ 
Other members of the dance ensemble Joined the group as did tfelocGnm 
" KHAHtrcaiOV. KHARITOMOV became Interested in Miss BOBIAK and began to talk 
vlth her In Spanish, which language he knows rather veil. He mentioned that 
he has visited Cuba and that there are over 2,000 Cuba ns fi1ay1y^«g 
In Kiev . He said he translates Into' XDcralnian^ssays from Spcuilsh. The

(VIRSEY) was a Ukrainian from Odessa, that he completed six years of hic^- 
school during tsarist times and studied Isallet in Odessa and Leningrad. 

He said he began to organize a dance ensemble in Odessa in 1936* ^e pre- 
sent ensemble was Organized in 1952* 0* BOYKO mentioned that there was 

not enough classical material done by the ensemble and too much foUclore. 

He said they (Soviet Ukrainians) should show more of the Ukrainian culture 
in Ihe West, ih reply, VIRSKY said that the Ukrainian ^nlgreas should 
point out ^g^Vesteinsers that Qogol is a Ukrainian and that1%haikovsky's 
music Is^^eMpiPi^iHP Ukrainian ^<^s. He also stated, "Ky^ ensemble presents 
the individuality of Ukrainian culture cus compared to Russian culture". 

Later VIRSKY discreetly suggested that J. HIRNIAK ou^t to retixrn to Kiev . 
and not waste his great talent in the sale of beer, and also ihat a famous 
master director like fnu HQROLOVERKO (now living in Canada) oucd^t not to 
be employed cui a church choir director* When Br. PEREZMA began to distribute 
small gifts to the dancers, they ibokae at VIRSKY seeking permission to 
accept the gifts and he nodded approval. 

KHABYTOnOV approached the group again and x began asking questions 
about the memorials of Shevchenko, FTanko and Lesya Ukralnka in Cleveland 
and wanted to know how they inrlgiijuated* In reply as to why the grave of 
Lesya Ukralnka in the Kiev cemetery was so neglected, KHABYT0II07 said that 
the Georgians have erected a large monument to her in the Caucauses. When 
the conversation once more turned to politics, he didn't participate very 
enthusiastically. He then sed.d, "You Ukrainian emigres will never build 
the Ukraine even if -there vsre 2^ million or even ten million of you. There 
are 3^ million Ukrainian:? living in the Ukraine and it is -their affair. The 
Ukraine is a nation and you are arguing about whe-ther it is a nation. If 
the Ukraine were not a nation, it wouldn't be accepted -to -the Unl-ted Rations. 
We are aware that in -the Ukraine we have economical, cultural, nationalist, 
and other problems." He Inquired as to how many Ukrainian-language newspapers 
are published in the emigration and was -told there were more than 100. 
KHARYTONOV said he was a unl-versl-ty Ins-tructor and gave his Kiev 
agreed -to have books mailed to him but said he wanted only those which 
some-thing in eixiibipwlth Spanish 11-tera-ture oz^;^ l^a^latlons from

Biographical information ; Born 1928, 5*7" iQ height, wears American 
size 10 dresses, has bleached red hair, she wore a modern short hairdo 
combed straight back, round emaciated face, has dimples when she smiles. 
She had a beauty mark over her right eyebrow which could have been 
artificial. She wore a thick wide wedding band on her finger, a 
triangular -shape watch which she said she bought on Broadway. She 
enjoys drinking Scotch, chain smokes mostly Bulgarian ci^rettes. 

She revealed a habit of losing things like purses and other small 
items which she purchased. She dresses well. She was identified by 
Ivan Kbshellvets when a photo of Aleksandr! vS'ka was shown to him, as 
the same woman with whom he met in Paris. Her nationality is Ukrainian. 
She is a Journalist and novice writer, and a dancer. She said she was 
married. An article which she authored. Hash! Sosedy, appeared in 
Soveytska Ukraine, issue No. 10, October is66. The following informa- 
tion about her was published as an introduction to the article "Margarita 
Pavlovna Tanklna - artist of the Soviet Ukrainian National Dance Ensemble 
Her sketches, correspondence and essays frequently appeared in newspapers 
of the republic. Corresponding student of the Kiev National University 
im. T. H. Shevchenko, N^- Tanklna tries her talents in other literary 
genre. The editors of Sovyetski Ukraine introduce to their readers one 
of the first stories of the young llterator." 

Margarita offered the following information about herself: 

Along with other children, among which there also were Jewish children, 
she was in Kiev during the Nazi occupation. While they were being led 
someplace to be shot, or to be transferred to another area, she was 
rescued by a Ukrainian nationalist policeman who ordered her to leave 
the group. Margarita said her father died, but she didn't say where 
he had been located. She said he was "sort of military." According to 
Margarita, her mother, who lives in Kharkov, has a good education, is 
well situated, and has a very lovely home. Margarita said she wanted 
her mother to come to Kiev as soon as she and her husband are given a 
three room apartment. Her brother died in the early days of the war. 
Margarita said she was taken to Germany as an ostarbelter during the 
war. She worked for a farmer in East Germany in Wittenwal'd (sic). 
Following the war she lived in Kharkov where she joined the ballet and 
had opportunity to beccme a prima ballerina. When she heard that Ppvel 
Virsky was organizing a dance ensemble of young people, she went to 
Joint his group in Kiev. Subject gave the following Information about 
her husband: His name is Aleksandr! vs 'kLy; he first worked in Moscow 




in the editorial offices of Moloda Gvardiya> but presently works for 
some editorial offices in Kiev. At one time he was in charge of a group 
of young writers and poets to which Lena Kostenko belonged. He is a 
liberator. Margfirita described him as having blue eyes, black hair, 
and very handsome. She said she had influence over him. He was against 
her coming to New York at first, but finally agreed to let her go. 

Margarita said she has a stepbrother highly situated in government 
circles. She refused to give hie name because "he is in diplomatic 
service." She said whenever he comes to Moscow fran assignments abroad 
he stops off to see them in Kiev. He heis spent much time abroad and 
is well acquainted with problans of the immigration. She said he. now 
is working for the United Nations but that he was away at present. She 
said it was too bad he was away because he could have helped her a lot. 
He. differed with certain of her opinions but, in general, he understands 
her. He is less trusting than she and she learns more about people 
sooner than he does. 

26, 28, 29 April . - Short conversations held between Myroslava, Vasyl^ 
and Margarita. On 29 April, Myroslava telephoned Margarita and they 
made plans to meet the following day at I9OO hours by the Governor 
Clinton Hotel. 

30 April . Margarita met with ^fyroslava and Vasyl who noticed that 
they were being watched. They asked Margarita about it and she said, 
"oh, yes, that's Khaiytonov." Margarita asked to be taken to Harlem, 
but Ityroslava and Vasyl recommended that they go to Greenwich Village. 
Margarita agreed and they drove in Vasyl 's car to Greenwich Village. 
Myroslava bought Margarita a necklace which Margarita selected. 

Margarita was very pleased that they had brought her to Greenwich 
Village and said that now she will be able to tell other members of the 
ensemble and they will wemt to ccxne there also. They do not know 
where to go and often do foolish things, for instance they all went to 
Broadway and were "taken" on some wrist watches. Margarita said she 
had also been taken, but only for $30, and that her watch loses several 
hours a day.

After some sandwiches and coffee, l^oalave proposed that they 
visit the Holuhnytohys, fr leads of hers. Ihey notified the Bolulniytchys 
hy shone and the three of them left in vaayl's ear. ^lle driving alc»g 
West Highway, Margarita becene very frightened and asked where she was 
being taken and what was going to be dons with her. She appeared vwry 
genuinely frightened. They tried to quiet her fears but she relaxed' 
only after they turned back cn to 9 ^th Stree and the city traffic. 

During their visit at the Holuboytehys, among other things, th«^ 
got on a discussion about China. Margarita i^lmitted that there are 
certain misunderstandings between China and the l^SR and she didn't 
reveal any syiqpa'^ies toward China. 

Margarita revealed great Interest in Ukrainian modernists. She 
knew about Boychuk (from her visit in London) and about Batrleie Balyna, 
the wife of Tamavs^, an Aoerican who learned the Ukrainian i ang »»» g» so 
well she writes poetry in Ukrainian. 

During their dlacusalon about Kcnnalchuk, she agreed that he la not 
BO much a dramatist as he Is a Politico. He recttitly had sons difficulties 
and as a result was not a candidate for the Order of Lenin, but his poeltlon 
ccmtlnues to be strong. She pralsM Korneichuk. 

Margarita said she would try to do acsnethlng about contacts between 
the emigration and the Ukraine. Her first suggestion was the Coosalttee 
for Friendship and Cultural Ties with Countries Abroad. When she was 
reminded that this was KQB, she replied, "well yes, that is right, I shall 
think of aonethlng else.” At this point she mentioned her st<q>«broth^. 

Margarita was genaraUly well informed about the Ukrainian emigration, 
i^e also knew a bit about the Rtiasian emigration and raferred to it aa 
reactionary. Aa for the Ukrainian emigration, she said that now that she 
has become acquainted with it, she would have to change her opinion of it. 

In leaving, Margarita took 3 issues (Jsutuary, February, and March I962)

She said that there were no others in the ensenible lihe herself and 
therefore She could not bring anyone aicmg with her to the meetings with 
M/roslava. ^ere are several intelUgtmt men in the grotqp. . . .

She said that 
Ukrainians occupy hl^ posts In Kiev and that they axe conattlted In 
all matters. Other nationals, especially the Georgians, are very 
envlouB because of this. !Di her opinion, Khrushchev Is a Ukrainian. 

Ha speaks Ukrainian and feels at home In Kiev, when vasyl pointed 
out that Khrubhchav personally stated that he is Russian, she said, 

"we consider him a Ukrainian. All Ukrainians are very much respected 
In Moscow. We are Inportant and they take \js very much into consider- 
ation. " 

m his cohversatlcms with l^garita e<mcemlng Ukralnleui literature, 
it was vasyl *8 Ispression that she knew very little about literature. 
Holutnaytel^ got the seme lapresalon from his conversations with her. 

Margarita stated that the Ukrainian language is used to a larger 
degrea la Lvov and Kharkov, end Russian is mostly heard In Kiev. She 
said she did not know the reason for this. LB8truotl<»ui in the 
universities and most of the middle schools in Kiev sre in the Ukrainian 
language. Myroslava Joined Vasyl axid Margarita at this point. 

When vaayl and M/^roslava asked Margarita why there werm't transla- 
tions of Ukrainian works In other laxiguages, she said she did not know 
vhy but neljbhbr could she see any need for such taranslatloos. Mlyroslava 
inf onnad her that there vere translations of Ukrainian works from Russian 
to other languages, as for example the vorks of FTanko. Margarita said 
this vas probably for ccimmarclal reasons. The pay for translatlona is 
good and translators get into all 8<»'t8 of deals to ins\]re their liu 2 cane. 

Margarita claimed there was no anti-semltlsm In the USSR. She 
peraonally does not understand the JWs who are very passive. She said 
they aren't concerned with establishing their own schools, or uslivg their 
own language, but want to send their children to Russian schools. There 
ax« few exeei^lons who send their children to Ukrainian schools. In

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general, her opinion of the Jefws is not the beat. She recalled that 
when during the war, all others fou^t in the arta^ aiad with the partisans 
against the Oemsas, the Jhvs willingly accepted death without the 
sUf^test objections. 

Margarita wanted to know all about the UVAK and whether the Ukrainian 
youth la the united States took an lnt«rest In Ukrainian emigre politics 
and In poUtlos in geoseral. She sa^that everycnift la the UkSSR, ln» 
eluding the intelligenteia, has iSemst ' ebildren baptised and marriages take 
placa^ In <diurch, in order to preserve Ukrainian tradition. This is not 
true In Moscow. She was asked about the dhaanes for strengthening 
Ukrainian nationalist potential In t3M» UkSSR. Her reply was, "There was, 
is and always will be a Ukraine".

Meeting In ilie home of Mr. and Mrs. Holubnytehy wl^ 'Uie following 
present} Margarita, M/^^oslava, vasyl, Mr* and Mrs* Boychuk* 

Margarita was met by l^yl and Myroalava by the Governor Clinton 
Hotel. They drove in Vasyl* a ear to Columbia Uhlvarsity where Margarita 
visited in I^oslava'a room. Margarita looked at My^x'oelava's collection 
of books and other things In her room. She told ^^oslnva tihat she wasn't 
supposed to come to the United States becatise she was scheduled to go to 
Helsinki to the festival. She refused to go to Belslnki because she was 
concerned about her health. She said she had attended other you-Ui 
feetlvals and that it was worth going because one oould meet Interesting 
young people there. Margarita introduced iiba subject of the youth 
festival and it seemed like she was studying M/^^lava's reactlcm. 3ie 
even asked whether l^oslava had anything she wanted to tell her. She 
again said that she had changed h«r oplnl<m of the emlgratloin since hmr 
arrival In the Uolted States* My^oslava had nothing she "wanted to tell" 
Margarita. Margarita admired a vase In M/z'oslava's room (cmramlo with 
Ukrainian design) which M/3^>sljava told her she could have. M/z’oslava 
also gave her a broach of Ukrainian design. After breakfast in a 
cafeteria, th«^ drove to the Holulniytchs. The co»versatl<ai oommsnced 
with the exchange of general necessities. Holubnytehy nqpressed his 
pleasure about the Ukrainian ensenible coming to the Uiadted States. 
Margarita said, "Please do everything to make It possible f^ us to 
corns". She mentioned the leaflet, "tOxalnlan Friends", which someone 
handed her by the Me'^plitan opera Bouse, ^e said she read it and tore 
it into bits and threw It away. "Such things we do not sMted. Our boys 
don't want propaganda." 

Margarita began to talk about Boychuk's poetry, ^e said he was 
a clever poet but asked why he used so nmny banal and common expressions 
in his writings for exaBqple, there is blood every place, stareets, filth.

While in a restaurant with Myroslava, Itturgarita asked her who tlM 
young pecqple vara at the reception the IbrogreBslve's had for the dance 
ansenibli. Myroelava ejqplalncd that they were students who belongad to 
the ZARBVD group (Central body of manlnaa Students Associations for 
National Solidari^). Hyroslava also eacplaiaed* that thare were youth 
organlaatlons such as the BLAST (the scouts), S(94 (Qrgenisatlon of 
Ukrainian Youth), ZARB70 and others. She said that ZARWO maotbere are 
Milnyk syiqpathisers. Margarita wanted to know the reason for the 
dlfferencee between Ms2ny)k and Bandera groups and why th^ didn't unite. 

Margarita said that talks are being held in Kiev aregardlng diplo* 
matlo ties of the UkSSR with foreign countries. The chlitf problem., 
according to her, is the envy of othn* republics, especially the Oeorglea, 
of the superior position of the Ukraine. Mjnroslava Informed Margarita 
about UVAH and about l^olog which publishes a Digest of the Soviet 
Ukrainian press and sponsors very interesting conferences. Hergarlta 
asked what Brolog was. Whan M^^oslava escplalxMd that they were the UHVR, 
she asked no moore questieis about than. 

Margarita mentioned that she had met a very intelligent individual 
in the emigration, a very "dmp" but antl*Soviet individual.
